It recalls thot 
at tho*Pence Conference of Paris, 
the Chineso delegation. presented 
momorandim giving the reasons for 
tho abrogation of the Treaty, and 
the Chinese delegates re-submitted 
the memorandum at, Washington, 
viving four reasons; firstly, that 
there wap no quid pro quo; second, 
ly, it- violated the treaties of China 
with other powers; thirdly that 
they awere inconsistent .with the 
principles relating to China,’ adopt- 
ud at- Washington; fourthly, that 
they engendered constant misunder- 
standing between China and Japan.
